a notice to Morton Street property-owu- 
ers that oi jectlous lu willing to work- 
maustdp or material used lu the con¬ 
struction of the sewer lu AtTat street 
would be received at the next meeting 
of tbe Council. 

Couucllman Conlau of the Road Com¬ 
mittee reported the ueed of a new cul¬ 
vert *cr>es Glen wood Avenue near 
(Second Street, and stated that Director 
McGowan of tbe Board of Freeholders 
was eudeavorlug to have the Board pbt 
a U> Inch plpa across the aveuue. 

Councilman Walker made Inquiry from 
Assessor Gilbert as to the delay lu the 
levying of the Belleville aveDue storm 
sewer assessment. 

Mr. Gilbert replied tbat some very 
Important problems bad arisen In con¬ 
nection wltb tbat work, and tbe com¬ 
missioners bad to proceed very carefully, 
as tbe kCtluu they were taklDg would 
have a bearing ou all future work of tbe 
kind. 

Tbe monthly report of Chief of Police 
Collins showed eight ar.ests aud 129.50 
lu flues fur tbe mouth of September. 

Councilman Moore of tbe Franchise 
Committee made tbe usual progress 
report on the franchise application of 
tbe Essex Cr<>ss Railway. 

Tbe railway company was not repre¬ 
sented at tbo meeting. Mr. Eppley may 
pounce down ou tbe Council some night 
aud tell tbe Councllmeu some things 
like be told the Irvington Gouucllmeu 
Tuesday night. Us told tbe Irvington 
Council tbat tbe Esvex Cross Railway 
Company felt tbat tbe towu was asking 
too much for a municipality of Its size, 
aud they could uot afford to construct a 
mile of road which would cost, when 
completed. In tbe neighborhood of sixty 
thousand dollars. Tne earnings would 
not warrant such an outlay, regardless 
of the '2't per cent, tax Imposed. •• It 
looks to us," Mr Eppley said, "as 
though tbs town wants to get a grip on 
us. If this franchise Is so valuable, 
why you had better keep It for some 
gentleman who will pay your price, 
though you may have to keep It a long 
while before tbat man appears. If. 
howevSfc. the Town Council will modify 
the present ordinance according to the 
terms of the one submitted by me at 
one of your previous meetings, which 
passed Its first leading, I will strongly 
advise tbe Board of Directors to accept 
It." 

"Aword or two Jusl now In the way 
of an explanation to the public of ouc 
stand would ndt be out of place,” put In 
Councilman Tuttle. "Trolley roads are 
no longer experiments; we know what 
they ore, and to give a franchise to a 
quasi corporation for a terra of years 
without any compensation ts unfair to 
tbe public, who ar-< the owners of 
the right of way. V/e can t ask fdr a 
cash compensation, tnd ws have tried 
to Incorporate In this ordinance provi¬ 
sions which would be tbe equivalent 
of a cash payment." 

"Mr Tuttle may be right In hla argu- 
, ment,’ replied President Eppley, "but 
, If this Council thinks that franchise Is 
so valuable, wby It can bold It. We are 
perfectly willing that It should do so; 
we’ll build our mad oo private property; 
paying for our right* of way. Then wa 
ooa build a road to aalt ouraalvaa aad 
run our can ha mH our owa ooevaalaaae
